WISHFUL THINKING AND 
GETTING ON THE KILL

The value of forage crops in our 
farming program is well known. 
Seeded legumes and grasses provide 
g00d pasture and hay for livestock 
production. ‘These forage crops al- 
$0 increase the fibre and fertility 
levels of the land. 

Many times in establishing these 
crops the results are not as suc- 
cessful as could be expected, this 
is disappointing to the farmer bath 
because of low levels of production 
and the cost of seeding. There are 

a mumber of factors which contri- 
bute to poor stands of forage crops. 

Firstly you must secure good 
seed, which has a high level of ger- 
mination. It ig also important that 
the seed be cleaned as the crop 
cannot be sprayed without dam- 
aging the legumes. The legume 
seed should be properly inoculated 
with the correct dated inoculant. 

Seeding methods are important, 
firstly the seed bed should be firm. 
loose soi] will in many cases not 
give a satisfactory stand. The 
depth of seeding is important, al- 
though success in depth sometimes 
varies due to the season, general 
rule js to seed shallow, This is es- 
pecially true in legume and smal! 
grass seeds; they do best when sur- 
face seeded, In the case of brome 
and fescue, satisfactory stands will 
result from seeding with the grain, 
but avoid seeding to deep.

More About Tree Planting: By 


“Make Dairy Foods Dally Foods” |the time you read this letter many 


April has been selected as the 
month for the “Fluid Milk Fest- 
ival” and so here are some tips on 
the use of dairy products - 

You Never Outgrow 
Your Need For Milk 

Many grown-ups feel that milk 
is just a child’s food. According 
to Canada's Food rules here is the 
minimum amount of milk your 
family should get each day: 

Children (up to 12 years) at 

least 1 pint 

Adolescents, at least 1!2 pints 

Adults, at least 42 pint 

For good health an adult needs 
8 grams of calcium per day. 1 
pint of milk gives nearly .7 grams 
of calcium. Do you realize that in 
order to get as much calcium as 
from one pint of milk you would 
have to eat: 17 lbs. sirloin steak, or 
10 lbs, of lettuce, or 1% cups mol- 
asses, or 2 loaves of whole whet 
bread, or 29 eggs, or 7 lbs. of but- 
ter, or 1 cup cheddar cheese, or 3 
cups cottage cheese. 

This week I would like to pass 
along some recipes which may help 


your meals in various ways. 
can be used as a beverage, in soups, 
sauces, casseroles and desserts. 
Corn Chowder 

3 ounces diced salt pork 

3 tablespoons chopped onion 

1% cups diced potato 

1 cup of water 

% cup cream-style corn 

3'2 cups hot milk 

‘2 teaspoon salt 

Place the salt pork in a heated 
fry pan and cook until crisp and 
brown, Remove the crisp: pieces 
of pork and reserve for later use 
Lightly brown onion in pork fat. 

Add onion and fat to potato and 
water. Cook for 10 minutes. Add 
corn and cook 10 minutes longer. 

Stir the milk and salt into veg- 
etable mixture. Add the crisp 
pieces of pork and heat mixture be- 
fore serving. Serves 6. Over '% 
cup milk per serving.

that you have ordered, Last week 
I told you how to take care of them 
until they are planted. I would 
like to say a few words about pre- 
paring the ground before planting 
takes place. 

It is advisable that you work the 
ground quite thoroughly right away 
With a tiller if you have one. Then 
harrow or pack it so the ground 
is level and quite firm. Our mech- 
anical tree planter works much bet- 
ter on ground that has been made 
quite firm. If you are planting 
more than one row of trees, plan 
to leave sufficient space between | 
the rows, If at all possible I would | 
suggest that at least 12 feet of 
space be left between the ‘er | 
14 feet might be better The rea- 
son for this space is so that you | 
will have ample room to Cultivate | 
between the rows for a few years. 

It may seem foolish to you now 
when the trees are so small to leave 
sO much room but as these trees 
Grow they will branch out a great 
deal and require most of that room 
for “elbow room.” Weeds must be 
kept out of these tree lines which 
means frequent cultivation or ho- 
ing, or both, for several years. 

Don't make the mistake of think- 
ing that your work is finished when 
the trees have been planted, it is 
actually just started. 

The rate schedule set by the 
ASB. for use of the tree planter 
is as follows: Up two 500 trees, 


$5.00; 500 to 1,000, $7.50; 1,000 
to 3,000, $10; 3000 to 5000, $12.50; 
5000 to 7500, $15; 7500 to 9000, 


$17.50; over 9000 trees, $20. 
We will bring the planter to your 
place, provide two men, while you 


provide the tractor and operator.
